New York, June 12.—(By Associated

London, June 12.—Another advance of 
the British forces on a front nearly 
two miles east and northeast of Mes- 
sines and the capture of the village of 
Gaspard is reported in the British of- 
ficial communication issued tonight.

of the sovereign. On Monday night 
2,000 reservists formed a cordon around 
the palace in his defense, if that should 
be necessary, and a delegation headed 
by Naval Commander Mavromichaelis, 
was received by Constantine and pledg- 
ed the devotion of the army and the 
people to his cause. The king’s only 
reply was an appeal that they should 
remain calm. 

All efforts of agitators to start a 
manifestation failed, and the army offi- 
cers announced their intention to obey 
the order of the government to take no 
part in any demonstrations and to main- 
tain peace.

SKETCH OF CAREER 


OF DEPOSED KING. 

The reign of Constantine dates from 
March 18, 1918, when his father, George 
L. wae assassinated in Saloniki. 

Born on August 8, 1868, Constantine 
was educated largely by private tutors 
from Leipsic, which was said to have 
stamped upon him a permanent German 
influence. His military education was 
furthered by attendance at maneuvers 
in Germany. He became a brother-in- 
law of the German emperor by marry- 
ing the latter's sister, Princess Sophia. 
in 1889, 

His alleged pro-German leanings, 
thus indicated, wére not always popu- 
lar with his people. 

Like his father, he had his ups and 
downs in favor, the Greeks having been 
quick-changing in their likes and dis- 
likes, 

When He Became Greek Hero. 

He finally became a national hero 
in the Balkan war of 1913, when he 
led an army of 10,000 Greeks to the 
capture of Saloniki, causing 30,000 
Turks to lay down their arms. His 
popularity was such, as a result of this 
feat, that Greeks in America raised 
several thousand dollars with which 
inscribed: 
“To Constantine, the Liberator.” 

By the peace treaties signed after the 
Balkan war, Greece added a considera- 
ble stretch of Turkish territory to her 
domain and in December, 1913, the long-

2 Federal, 2 and City Of- 


ficials Have Joined in the 
Movement — First Enemy 
Alien Arrested—lIndict- 
ments Awaited Today. 


Many indictments against alleged 
slackers will be asked for by the United 
States district attorney when the fed- 
eral] grand jury convenes Wednesday. 
State and city officials are also o- 
operating in the nation-wide effort to 
bring to justice the men who ignored 
the registration law on June 6, and the 
men who made false claims for exemp- 
tion. 

The first arrest of an alien after the 
edict of government officials Monday 
that no more aliens were to be allowed 
within a half mile of any United States 
army reservation without a permit, 
came Tuesday when R. J. Dreyer, of 
No. 159% Whitehall street, was arrest- 
ed by a government agent and the po- 
hice. He was bound over for a viola- 
tion of the prohibition law in the re- 
corder’s court, and was ordered held, 
should he make bond, for further fae 
tigation. 

The federal grand jury convenes Wea- 
nesday, at which time federal agents 
will probably seek an indictment of 
him under the registration law. Dreyer 
ia 26 years old, and has been in this 
country since 1905. 

Boose Find Led to Arrest. 

Dreyer’s arrest was brought about 
after detectives accidentally discovered 
ten gallons of booze in an automobile 
on the third floor of a James street 
garage Monday, The auto was said to 
be the property of Jack Farrier, pro- 
prietor of a local taxicab agency. 

Farrier disclaimed any knowledge 
about the liquor and was ordered to 
find the rightful owner. He later 
brought in the German. 

It was disclosed that he possessed no 
registration card and that he had not 
taken out his first naturalization pa- 
pers. Agents of the department of jus- 
tice examined Dreyer at police head- 
quarters. He is said to be a resident 
of Atlantic Beach, Fla. He stated that 
he had intended consulting District At- 
torney Hooper Alexander in regard to 
his failure to register. 

The second alleged slacker taken 
into custody Tuesday was M. B. Kidd, 
who claimed to be but 19. The police 
believe t the name given is an alias; 
that Reed Robinson is the correct name 
of the young man, and 25 years his right 
age. 

Between fifteen and twenty bills 
against alleged slackers will bé brought 
before the grand jury Wednesday. 

In addition to the number of indict- 
ments which we will ask the grand 
jury to bring Wednesday.“ said District 
Attorney Hooper Alexander Tuesday, 
“we are investigating instances where 
men have registered but are reported to 
have made false claims for exemption.” 

Slacker Squads. 

Sheriff Lowry and Chief Mayo ap- 
pointed slacker squads Tuesday. Both 
are bent on apprehending whatever 
slackers there are in Fulton county. De- 
tective Sergeant George Bullard, of the 
police force, will head the slacker squad 
under Chief Mayo.

PETROLITE SUNK 


BY GERMAN U-BOAT 


|e, the Russians from their standpoint. 


Two Boats, Loaded With 
Men, Are Missing — The 
Petrolite Was an American 
Steamer and Was Armed. 


Washington, June 12.—The American 
steamer Petrolite has been sunk by a 
German submarine. Consul reports 
which brought news of the disaster to- 
day said one boat with 18 men, the 
third mate and the chief engineer had 
been landed, and two boats with an un- 
stated number of men were missing. 
The time and place of the attack was 
not given in the dispatches. 

The Petrolite, a tank steamer, first 
figured in the news nearly two years 


ago, an attack upon her by an Austrian ti 


submarine threatening diplomatic re- 
lations between the Vienna government 
and the United States. The ship was 
shelled by the submarine, and men 
aboard her were wounded. The subma- 
rine sent a crew aboard the vessel and 
removed a large quantity of supplies. 
She then was permitted to proceed. 

The incident was the subject of a se- 
ries of notes between the United 
States and the Austrian government 

Petrolite Was Armed. 

New York, June 12.—The Petrolite, 
a vessel of 3,710 tons, owned by the 
Standard Oil company, of New York, 
left here April 30 for Savanoa and Leg- 
horn, Italy. The vessel was in com- 
mand of Captain Thomas H. McKellum 
and carried a crew of 38 men of whom 
ten were Americans. The ship was 
armed and carried a gunners crew. 

The Petrolite was formerly the steam- 
ship Excelsior under the German flag 
and was transferred to American reg- 
istry with other ships of the Standard 
Oil fleet early in the war. She was 
built at Stettin, Germany, in 1898. She 
carried oil in bulk.

THE ARMY BONE DRY 


In respect to liquor-drinking privileges 
the United States army today is the dry- 
est it has ever been in the history of the 
republic. Legally, and to all intents and 
purposes, the army is bane dry. 

Interpreting the “liquor clause” of the 
conscription bill, approved by the president 
May 18, and concurrently becoming effect- 
ive, Attorney General Gregory has ruled 
that it is unlawful to serve—sell or give—a 
drink of any form of intoxicant to any sol- 
dier in uniform, which makes the army bone 


dry while on duty; and the occasions when 
a soldier will be found in. civilian garb 
will probably for many months to come be 
exceedingly rare. 

That paragraph of the conscription. bill 
which relates to the liquor traffic, and 
which has escaped general attention, largely 
because of the overwhelming interest at- 
taching to the major theme of the act, reads 
as follows: 


That the president of the United 
States, as commander-in-chief of the 
army, is authorized to make such regula- 
tions governing the prohibition of alco- 
holic liquors in or near military camps 
and to the officers and enlisted men of 
the army that he may from time to time 
deem necessary or advisable, provided 
that no person, corporation, partnership 
or association shall sell, supply or have 
in its possession any intoxicating or spir- 
ituous liquors at any military station, 
cantonment, camp, fort, post, officers’ or 
enlisted men’s club, which is bei used 
for military purposes under this act, 
but the secretary of war may make regu- 
lations permitting the sale and use of in- 
toxicating liquors for medicinal purposes. 

It shall be unlawful to sell any in- 
toxicating liquors, wine, beer or ale to 
any officer or member of the military 
corps while in uniform except as herein- 
after rovided (the medicinal purposes 
papal 


The stated purpose of this provision is 
to reassure parents of recruits drafted into 
the service that their sons will be, so far 
as possible, safeguarded against the tempta- 
tions heretofore ordinarily surrounding a 
military camp; but the actual effect will 
be to prohibit all members of the army, 
seasoned regulars as well as raw recruits, 
from drinking while in. uniform. Nor is 
there any distinction made between officers 
and enlisted, men. 

The act itself, be it noted, is silent as 
to the giving of liquor to a uniformed sol- 
dier; but the attorney general supplies that 
deficiency in his ruling that the law con- 
templates “treating” as well as the sale of 
liquor. And he holds furthermore that the 
law can not be evaded by the uniformed 
soldier’s buying a non-intoxicating drink 
and exchanging it for one containing alco 
hol. 

Thus every loop-hole seems to be effectu- 
ally plugged, and the United States army 
is dry! 

Nor is it likely that there will develop any 
widespread dissatisfaction with the new 
regulation. Certainly it will be better for 
the non-drinking young recruit to be thus 
sequestered from habit-forming temptation, 
and the average seasoned regular is of such 
stuff that it is not likely he will worry much 
over the curtailment of the long-enjoyed, 
often-abused liquor drinking privilege. 

The soldier who drinks knows better than

which to train and harden the muscles of

134 
ominent citizens appeared for trial on the 
charge of having violated the traffic. ordi- 


nance. These 124 included lawyers, doctors, 


dentists, merchants and clerks. There were 


present as defendants four-or five city offi-.{ 


cials, and Mayor Candler was there looking 
after his chauffeur who had been arrested. 

The police had made a raid against those 
who had failed to dim their automobile lights 
at night, That is, 124 citizens had neglected 
to “douse the glim” as required by law. For 
once Atlanta, the city that sets upon a hill, 
had too much light. 

In all thé cases, except a few which were 
dismissed, fines of $1 and costs were im- 
posed, and they were all promptly, if not will- 
ingly, paid. 

The session of the police court Tuesday 
afternoon lasted until nearly night. Nearly 
two hundred cases were tried, all told. It 
was one of the largest courts that has been 
held since the bone-dry law cut out some of 
the drunks with their trimmings. 


HEALTH TALKS 


RESULTS FROM TONSIL REMOVAL. 


It is the practice at one of the greatest 
hospitals in America, which has world-wide 
fame for scientific work, to regard the simply 
enlarged tonsils and adenoid bodies in chil- 
dren as physiological. If there is no marked 
mouth-breathing, no evidence of damage to 
the hearing, no enlargement of glands in the 
neck, or no other obviously pathological ef- 
fect present, the removal of adenoids is not 
recommended, regardless of size or appear- 
ance. This is good practice in spite of the 
wholesale and cordial condemnation of simply 
enlarged tonsils by hurried, ill-paid medicai 
inspectors in the public schools. 

On the other hand, a great many people of 
all ages suffer severe and seemingly incur- 
able systemic effects of focal infection re- 
sulting from neglected diseased tonsils. 

In a study of 1,000 cases of tolsillectomy 


under the most perfect surgical conditions, 


Drs. Crowe, Watkins and Rothholz arrived at 
certain conclusions which may be worth quot- 
ing. 

They believe that the tonsiJs should not be 
removed during acute tonsilitis. It rarely 


proved of benefit in very chronic, deforming 


types of joint disease, and sometimes proved 
It should not*be done during 
the acute stage of chorea (St. Vitus’ Dance), 
rheumatic fever ‘articular or inflammatory 
rheumatism) or endocarditis. 

These investigators feel that better results 
are obtained from the removal of diseased 
tonsils in cases of joint trouble in which tis- 
sues surrounding the joints, and muscles are 
involved in the “rheumatism.” In the early 
stages of some cases of nephritis dependent 
upon tonsil] disease the operation of complete 


* removal is also a great help. 


When there are enlarged glands near the 
Bngle of the jaw which fail to subside after 
careful treatment of the teeth, the removal 
of the tonsils should be considered, particular- 
patient also exhibits some sys- 
temic disorder. 

From their studies of the question they 
think that a partial removal of the tonsils, 
which may occlude the crypts or drainage 
canals of the remaining tonsil tissue, is not 
unlikely to make conditions worse than. be- 
fore, and hence the operation should be skill- 
fully performed if at all. 

To this conclusion of the eminent author- 
ities quoted it may be added that many of 
the most troublesome tonsils are submerged, 
scarcely visible to the eye; and many of the 
most healthy tonsils are very large and 
prominent in the throat. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
First Aid for Quinsy. 

I have had quinsy several times, and think 
I can tell when it is about to develop. Is 
there anything in the way of treatment which 
would ward off an attack which threatens, or 
materially mitigate its severity? (H. R.) 

ANSWER—In some cases the immediate 
swabbing of the throat with a strong solu- 
tion of silver nitrate—which, of course, only 

doctor can safely manage—seems to abort 
an attack, provided you catch it early enough. 
In general, go to bed, take an active ca- 
thartic, a hot mustard footbath in bed, and 
cold wet compresses to outside of throat, 
changed every five minutes. Why have 
quinsy? The diseased tonsil or tonsils should 
be removed. Not only to stop the quinsy at- 
tacks, but to prevent the future “rheu- 
matism,” valvular heart disease or other re- 
sults of infested tonsils.

Whenever I eat candy, 
especially chocolates, my heart beats very 
rapidly. I have been subject to indigestion 
for about three years.
